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A  bfUEF  ALCOU  vT  OF  CANADA. 


THE  name  of  Canada  was  originally  applied,  by 
Europeans,  to  the  land  on  .the  ibuth-weftern 
ihores  of  the  Gulph  of  Si  Lawrence,  and  on  both 
fides  of  that  River,  from  tts  mouth  to  feme  diftancc 
above  Quebec.  The  River  St,  Lawrenct^,  itfclt,  was 
called  ia  Grande  Riviere  du  Canada*  The  name  of 
Canada  was  afterwards  extended  to  all  the  countries 
which  were  explored  by  adventurers  from  the  fet- 
tiements  alon^*the  R:  ver.  The  whole  of  the  French 
poiTeflions  in  North  America  were,  afterwards,  com- 
prehended under  the  name  of  New  France. 

Canada^  as  it  is  geneially  underilood  at  the  pre. 
fent  day,  is  bounded  to  the  eaft  by  he  Gulph  of  St. 
Lawrence  and  the  cou  itry  on  the  Labrador  Coaft 
annexed  in  1809  to  the  government  of  Newfound- 
Und ;  to  the  north,  by  the  territory  of  the  Hudfon's 
Bay^Company  ;  to  the  weft,  by  undefined  bounda- 
ries, but  which  may  be  fuppofed  to  extend,  by  vir. 
tue  of  occupation  by  the  Fur  Traders,  and  the  dis- 
coveries of  M*Kenxie,  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  ;  to 
the  fouth,  it  is  bounded  hy  unexplored  countries  U 
the  United  States  of  America,  to  wit :  the  north- 
weft  territory,  the  Indiana  ic  Michigan  territories, 
the  States  of  PennfyUania,  Ncw.York,  Vermont, 
New.Hampniiret  the  Dillii^  of  Maine,  and  by  the 
iritifli  Province  of  New-Krunfwick.  The  divifion 
line  on  the  fouth,  from  the  Grand  Portage  od  Lake 
Superior^  runs  through  the  Great  Lakes  and  dowa 
the  St.  Lawrence  to  Utitude  4$,  and  thence  along 
that  line  to  Connefticut  River,  from  thence  it  fol- 
lows the  highiands  which  feparate  the  waters  ruu- 
ning  into  the  Saint  Lawrence  md  rhe  Atlantic,  till 
it  reach  dye  north  of  the  st  Croix  River,  the  boun- 
dary between  the  United  States  U  New-Brunfwick. 
The  whole  of  this  extent  of  country,  as  far  as  it 
»rti  thtn  efplortd,  was,  from  1774  to  1791,  under 
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the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec.  Ib 
1791  it  was  divided  into  Upper  and  Lower  Canada, 
by  a  boundary  commencing  at  Fointe  au  Bodet,  oq 
Lakt  saint  Francis,  about  SS  miles  above  Montreal^ 
ano  running  northerly  to  the  Ottawa  River,  and  up 
that  River  to  its  fource  in  L  ike  Tomiscaming,  and 
thf.nce  due  north  to  the  Hudlbn's  Bay  boundary. 

Lo*wer -Canada  lies  between  the  45th  and  50th  de« 
grec'  ^f  north  latitude,  and  rhe  62d  and  82d  degrees 
of  wert  longitude,  from  Greenwich.     The  caftern  half 
of  th^  country  is  mountainous,  and  generally  unculti- 
vable.     On  the  foath  ihore  of  the  faint  Lawrence,  the 
mountains  do  not  recede  confiderably  from  the  River, 
till  within  about  60  miles  below  Quebec  \  they  then 
run  in  a  fouth-wefterfy  and  fouthern  direction  till  they 
reach  Lake  Champlain  j  on  the  weflern  fide  of  this 
lake,  thry  extend  north. wet^erly,  in  the  diredVion  of  the 
great  rapids  of  the  St*  Lawrence,     On  the  north  ihoie, 
they  can  hardly  be  faid  to  leave  the  river  tili  they  reach 
Quebec,  from  which  they  extend  in  a  weftern  &  fouth. 
ern  dire£tinn,  till  they   again  appear  in  fight  uf  the 
mountains  on  the  fouth  fliore,  towards  the  above  ra- 
pids.   The  country  lyin^  within  thefe  mountains,  com- 
prifing  an  fxten*  of  about  two  hundred  miles  from  eafl 
to'welt,  and  180  from  north  to  fouth,  at  the  broadeft 
part;  IS  evel,  with  the  exceptions  of  the  isolated  moun* 
tains  of  \iontreal,   Bioel  and  Chambly.     Nearly  in 
the  middle  uf  this  tradt  cf  country,  flows  the  St«  Law- 
rence, varying  from  a  mile  to  upwaris  of  twenty  miles 
in  breadth,  navigable  for  ytQt%Qi  300  tons  600  miles 
froa«  tat  fea,  and  receiving  on  the  north  the  waters  of 
the  Ottawa,  TAchigan,  the  St.  Maurice,  the  Batifcin, 
the  tainte  Anne,  and  the  J:>.cques  Cartier,  and  on  the 
louth,  the  Chambly,  the  Yaniafka,  the  fainr  Francis, 
the  Nicolet,  th*  iiiecaocour,  and  the  Chaudier  ,  all  of 
which,    in  Europe,  would  be  tanked  as  rivets  ot  great 
magnitude*     The  fources  of  all  thcfe  rivers,  excepting 
the  Ouowa  and  the  Chambly,  lie,  coDfiderablyy  to  the 
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mt  of  their  embouchures.  Thefe  rivers  have,  gener# 
ally,  high  banks,  along  which  the  foil  and  growth  cf 
timber  is  inf  riot  to  that  of  the  couniry  further  back. 
All  of  ihsm,  excepting  whe;c  they  ax^  neany  on  a  level 
with  the;  ia<nt  Lawrenc,  have  a  fecond  bank  at  fome 
diilance  f  cm  that  which  n^w  contains  their  waters; 
the  fatne  thing  is  obfcrvable  of  the  laint  Lawruncj.— 
Th"  waters  or  nont*  of  thefe  rivers  are  clear,  excepting 
the  bi«int  Lawrence  i'felf,  which,  bftor^  its  junction 
with  the  Ottawd)  confills  of  the  mod  traniparcnt  wa- 
ter in  thf.'  w^rid. 

The  Soii  on  both  fides  of  th**  faint  Lawrence,  in  the 
weftern  portion  ot  the  tra(^  of  country  above  deicnbedi 
iS)  tor  the  moft  part,  clayey,  without  Clones,  excepting 
here  <ind  there  giobuiar  niaiies  of  granite,  lying  on  the 
fuitace.  Newly  cleared  land  is,  invariably, coveted  with 
a  dark  mould,  prouuced  by  diOolvrd  vegetable  fubf^an- 
ces.  As  you  approach  the  mou  .tain^,  (he  foil  ts  irorc 
light  and  loamy  j  thtfe  lands  are  tne  calieft  to  be  clear, 
ed)  and  ari  at  tirlt  very  produ6>Jve  j  towards  Quebec 
the  foil  is  pboier,  frequently  Itony  or  ih  ngly,  and  there 
are  large  tradts  or  fandy  foil,  covered  wnh  only  a  very 
flight  coating  of  che  vegetable  moyld.  The  moun- 
tains, generally,  confiit  of  granite  ;  th(;u^h  thrre  are, 
throughout  ihe  cou  try,  extenfiv  •.  itraia  of  hmeftonc, 
ind  not  unfrequei'tly  ftones  having  the  appearance  of 
voianic  production.  The  part  of  tht  country  in  cuiti. 
vation,  conhils  uf  from  one  to  tive  league^  back,  on 
both  bank^  cf  the  faint  Lawrence,  and  ot  the  rivers 
which  empty  into  it,  and  alfo  alcr.g  the  boundary  of 
the  United  States  from  the  Conn-dticut  River  to  the 
faint  Lawrence,  at  faint  Regis.  The  reft  of  the  c  tin- 
try,  to  the  very  tops  of  the  mouruains,  is  covered  with 
timber  of  a  fpecies  and  growth  congenial  to  the  Toil. 

The  Climate  ot  Canada,  reiembie>  that  of  the  cwun- 
triei  on  the  c»>ntin?nt  of  lurope  htuated  from  lO  to  15 
degrees  further  nfjrth.     The  temperature  upon  Fah- 
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renheit*s  fcale,  vaiies  at  prefent  from  about  30  beiow 
zero,  to  between  yo  and  100  .b  vc  it.  In  c  mmon 
years  the  cold  iiota  iiot  exceed  20  I c*  w  zeio,  and  the 
heat  from  80  lu  90.  About  Oo  or  70  years  ago,  the 
extreme  of  cold  u»c«]  to  be  Oi'tJ  at  30  degrees  below 
freezing)  oi  Rcaoiur,  or  36  bciww  o  or  Fahrenheit.— 
The  variation,  in  <t  few  minutes,  in  the  winter  iealon, 
has  been  kno«vu  to  be  upwards  of  fi^ty  d«  gret's.  It  19 
frequently,  in  a  few  hourf,  30  degrees.  A  icuiarkabic 
inftance  of  vaiiacion  happened  en  the  iSth  ;an.  iSio, 
when  the  thenno  eter  ilo«)d  a  few  degrees  belo  tem- 
perate, and  wi>  aimid  indantaneoufly  doWA  to  bdow 
aero.  The  cba.^gc  of  temperature  in  the  fummer  fea. 
fon,  is  alio  frtqueiitly  verv  abrupt,  Thefe  changesare 
generally  acccn.panied  with  a  change  of  wind)  only 
two  of  which  can  be  faid  to  prevail  in  the  country,  the 
cafterty  and  weftcrly.  In  all  ftorms  nf  eafterly  wind, 
and  almoft  at  every  other  time,  the  upper  ftrata  of 
clouds,  when  v>fibie,  is  movcj  by  a  wefterly  wind,  in 
wint'r,  the  ta'^er  y  wind  inclines  more  to  the  norths 
eaft«  and  thr  weiterly  ro  the  north-weft.  Through 
the  whole  eyteni  of  L<>v%er-Canada,  a  flight  degree  of 
frott  fomelimes  happens  in  the  fummer  months.— 
There  is  a  m.*^\\^\  d  tf e  ence  of  temperature  between 
the  eaftern  ano  wcit^rn  divifipns  of  the  country.  Ths 
difference  is  difcernible  'it  between  20  and  30  leagues 
(60  to  90  n  ile)  above  Quebec  j  beyond  that,  to  the 
weftward,  agricultural  labour  may  be  profecuted,  and 
vegetation  is  active,  dunng  nearly  feven  months  in  he 
year)  round  Qiiebec^  it  is  rarely  practicable  for  mt re 
than  Ax  months,  at  the  expiration  of  which,  the  fill 
\%  frozen,  or  covered  with  fnow,  and  vegetation  dor- 
mant. This  period,  for  the  weftern  divifion,  is  from 
the  15th  Novembet  to  the  15th  April  5  for  the  eaftern, 
from  the  lit  Nov.  to  the  ill  May.  About  a  month 
from  the  renewal  of  vc^erati  >n,  the  apple  trees  are  in 
full  blolfom,  and  the  verdure  0/  the  wheat  fields  and 
meadowi  wavt  in  the  wind.     All  forts  of  grain  are 
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fawn  in  the  spring,  the  wheat  iirft,  and  then  pras  and 
oats*     The  fort  of  wheat  moft  generally  fown,  js  ripe 
in  four  months  from  the  time  of  fowing  ^  there  is^ 
how(  ver,   inorher  ipecifs,  a  bearded  wheat,  wh;ch  ti. 
pens  in  thre  months  ^  the  time  oais  require.    Fair  and 
foul  weather  were  forme  ly  moif*  dtftindt  than  they  are 
row  J  ci  Id  and  warm  weaiher  w^rr  Icfs  intermixed,  and 
the  winds  lel>^   fariatle.     This  aleration  h  nu  coii^ 
l]dert'(1,  in  Canada,  a>  a.i  improvement  of  th'<:  climate. 
All  the  vegetable  FrvduSms  which  thrive  in  the 
fame  latitudes  in  Europe:,  pruiper  in  Canada,  whenever 
they  have  been  intro(1uce<^,  and  cultivated  with  judg* 
iTiCnr  and  care.     The  excefsof  htr.t  m  fummer,  makes 
up  for  the  deficiency  o\  time.      Melons  are  brought  to 
maturity  in  the  open  a'*r,  w  thout  the  aid  of  artificial 
heau     Wheat  is  the  chief  agricultural  prod  :£tion  of 
Lower- Canada.     It  afford    th»f  principal  vegetable  food 
of  the  inhabitants.     Hitherto,  it  has  been  cultivated 
more  in  that  view,  than  as  a*,  article  of  foreign  trade* 
The  many  accidents  to  whicn  tlm  grain  is  liabie,  re« 
()uires  that  a  quantity  fufhciet  to  aflford  a  (t^pply    in 
the  event  oi  a  bad  year,   be  fown  evc  ry  year.     When  a 
^ood  year  happens,  there  '<s  then  a  gr^'at  forplu    ;  and 
it  is  of  the  produce  of  (uch  years,  that  the  moft  exten- 
liveexportations  have  been  made.     There  is  befides  no 
certainty  of  an  extenfive  foreign  demand.     Spain  ai  d 
Tortugal  and  the  Welt  Indies,  are  the  moil  fteady  mar^ 
Uts  y  but  the  natural  diladvantaget;  which  Canada  la« 
bours  under,  prevent  hrr  from  ftanding  a  competitioa 
Inthofe  markets  with  the  Unitea  States.     It  muft  be 
obfeived,   however,  that  the  quantity  of  wheat  fowed 
by  each  farmer,  is,  generally,  to  the  extent  of  his  pre- 
fent  means-     Thefe  can  only  be  incrr afed  by  more  en- 
larged views,  which  would  lead  to  greater  efforts,  and 
judicious  improvemt^nts  in  his  fyitem,  or  rather  rou- 
tine, of  cullivaiion.     The  greateft  quantity  of  wheat 
tvcr  cxportca  from  (panada,  was  in  1802.     It  amount- 
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rd  CO  i,0i0|O33  bulhels.  There  were  befides  exported 
that  year,  289301  barrels  of  flour,  and  22,051  cwc* 
of  bifcuic.  Animal  food  has  generally  been  furniAied 
ill  abundance  in  L,  Canada.  The  proof  of  this  is,  thac 
the  prkc  has  been  much  lower  here  than  in  any  other 
part  of  North  America.  But,  for  four  ur  Ave  years 
back,  the  demand  for  lumber  from  Canada,  the  come. 
quent  high  price  of  Ubour,  the  incteafe  of  confumers, 
and  the  ftagnation  of  the  American  trade,  has  effeCUJ 
a  great  rile  in  the  price  of  this  article,  aa  well  as  of 
vegetable  food,  ajid  enabled  fort^igners  to  enier  into 
coiiipetltioii  with  the  inhabitants  of  Canada,  even  in 
their  own  markets*  The  value  of  the  exportarions 
from  th\i  St.  Lawrence  in  1810,  has  been  e(limat(.d  by 
me.cancih  men,  at  1,200,000  pounds  (lerling,  includ- 
ing Jilbunemimts  oi  /hips  employed  n  the  trade,  the 
number  of  which  wa^  66 1 ,  men  6578^  tonnage  143B93) 
and  alfo  the  value  of  5S96  ton-  ot  new  fliips  buiit  in 
the  Province.  A  conliierable  proportion  of  the  oro- 
duce  oF  the  United  States,  and  ail  the  Furs  obtained  in 
the  Indian  Cuntries,  ate  included  in  the  general  a- 
mount.  The  vrxe  of  labour,  in  the  towns,  for  four 
years  pa(l,  may  be  eftimatcd  at  ^.  (four.^fths  of  a 
dollar)  per  lay,  throughout  the  year ;  one  half  of  which 
fum  ha^  been  paid  for  board  and  lodging.  Bread  has 
been  ar  about  2|d.  per  lb.  and  beef  5d. 

CaiiiJa  was  Discovered  in  the  year  1535,  ^y  Jacques 
Cai  tier,  a  native  of  St.  Malo,  in  France.  He  had  ex* 
piored  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence  tl'.c  preceding  year^ 
and  carried  off  from  Gafpe  (Gachepe)  two  of  the  na* 
cives  of  the  country  round  Quebec.  The  next  year 
they  ferved  him  as  interpreters.  On  the  8th  Septem* 
bcr,  1^35,  he  arrived  in  his  boats  at  Quebec,  in  fearcb 
of  a  place  to  lay  up  his  vefTcls  for  the  winter,  and  he 
fixed  upon  the  River  St.  Charles.  On  the  14th,  his 
Veilcls,  the  Grande  Her  mine  y  of  120  tons,  the  PciiH 
Hermine,  of  60,  anc*  the  Emerillofiy  of  40  tons,  arrivad 
from  the  lower  end  of  the  l(l494  of  Orleans,  where  he 
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M  left  them.     On  tbe  i6th  he  laid  up  the  two  targelt

for  ?*ant  of  hand',  twenty- five  of  them  having  p^ri/h- 

ed  riuilng  the  winter,  by  an  unknown  malady«     He 

failed  from  Cape  Raz.^,  in  Newfoundland,  fiti  t^e  19th 

Jun?,  and  on   the  i6th  July  he  arrived   at  St.  Malo. 

All  the  foregoing  dates,  it  ihould  be  obfervcd,   arc  Old 

Stile,  and  require  t^^n  days  to  be  added  to  each,  to  cor- 

refpond  with  the  fame  dates  at  prelent.     in  IC40  a 

Governor  (Roberval)  was  appointed  for  Canada,  and 

fettlers  fent  out#     Cartier  was  made  dptaln-Genera' 

ind  Pilot  of  the  vert'cls  employed  on  the  occali  in  ;    but 

?loberval  fixed  upon  Cape  Bteton  for  a  fettlemcnt.— 

There  Cartier  remained  fevcntcen  months,  and  then  re* 

turned  to  France  with  a  ruined  fortune,  and  dieJ  foon 

afterwards.     In  1588,  his  nephews,  Del.^launaye  Cha- 

ton,  and  Jacques  Noel,  obtained  an  -itciu!"i\e  privilege 

to  trade  to  Canada  for  it  ytars,  as  an  indemnitication 

for  the  lofTes  their  uncle  had  luftained  ;  but  this  pri- 

♦"ilege  was  r-jvokrd  four  ra'>nths  after  it  was  granted^ 
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in  159S  a  Sieur  de  U  Roche,  MivtjiiU  de  Cottennifai^ 
obi:ained  a  c^nomiliion  to  conquer  and  i'ettle  the  coun- 
try :  he  landed  fixty  fictlers  at  the  Ide  a  ix  Sables,  «nii 
foon  ^ot  back  to  Fra  ce,  where  he  was  thrown  into  pri. 
fon  at  1  private  fuit»     Ac  the  end  of  five  years,  twelve 
ot  them,  all  chat  Turvivevi,  were  taken  oif  the  ilknd. 
In  J  603,  Pierre  Du^ua,  Sicur  De  M^nts,  obtained,  tor 
himleiF  and  ali'ociate^,  an  exciuhve  privilege  to  trade 
from  \.  a,»e  Raze  to  lat.  43.     He  made  a  fetlemeat  at 
Port  Roya>^  (Annapolis)  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy  j  but  in 
1607   his  privilege  was  revoked,  and  hU  fettier'^  got 
back  to  France.     De  Monts,  however,  obtained  a  con- 
tinuation of  his  privil?ge  another  year,  on  condition  or" 
fettling   in  the  Sanr  Lawrence  :   and  on  the  3d  July, 
1608)  Samuel  de  Champlain,  a  Geographe  du  Roif  ana 
commiiiioned  by  De  Monts,  founded  Quebrc.     Caam- 
plaints  fettlement  foon  afttr  ohtai  ed  powerful  protec- 
tors in  the  French  Court,  and  he  wa   cojitinued  at  the 
head  of  itt 'i  h  sdeath  in  1635     Th   country, however, 
concinuTd  under  the  gove.iimcnt of  exclufive  companies 
till  i6'^3,  when  it  fell  u/ider  the  Royal  Government. 
In  1667  free  trade  was  aliowed^^xc^pting  in  the  xpoi- 
tation  of  Beaver  Sk  ns     From  ihefe  periods  ihr  colony 
began  to  profp  r.     l<y  16*^9  ^h'»  p  ipulati^n  wa^  8500 
fouls )  but  it  foon  afterwards  came  near  to  the  b  inlfr 
of  deftradtlon  :   ChaaipJain  had  early  engaged  in  war, 
in  favor  •  f  the  St.  Lawrenc-^  Indians,  ai;ainA    ho'e  in- 
habiting the  countries  to  the  fouth-weft,  with  whom 
the  former  had  been  at  war  even  before  Carder's  arri- 
Wi\  id   1535.     His   objf-iit   was   to  ingratiate  himlelf 
Mfith  the  Indians,  and  obtain  a  knowledge  >f  lie  coun- 
try.    After  ihe  D  Jtch  and  Englifli  had  fettled  at  New- 
York  and  in  New  England,  the  fouthwcft  rn  Indians, 
or  Iroquois,    got  arms  from   them,   and  lo)n  provid 
.*n  ovirmatch  for  the  French  and  their  aihc  j  manyct 
the  btter  they  almod  totally  extir  »ared.     In  1689  ttiey 
exterminated  nearly  all  the  inhabitants  on  the  Iflaad 
jQf  Montreal.     Throughoji  the  country,  the  French 
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ragt*d  in  war*

were  only  fav<<  by  their  fortificarions.  The  irruptions 
of  the  lroqu<)}i  f^ften  extended  even  below  Quebec— 
Succours,  howover,  arrived  from  France  j  the.  Jefu»cs, 
who  had  be  n  inrroduced  into  the  country  as  early  as 
1625,  avaiicd  themlelves  of  every  interval  of  hoftili- 
cies,  to  ftren^then  the  influence  of  France  with  the 
friendly  Ini  a.is,  anl  bring  over,  or  ne^tnlizr,  the 
hoftile.  In  I7I4»  thr  population  f  Canada  did  not 
much  exceed  20,000  («»ais.  The  Colony  had,  howe- 
ver, th'?n  become,  <inU  oiig  ontinuet,  a  t«;rribl  fci>urge 
Co  the  Englifh  fectlenriems.  In  16x9  it  was  in  ths  pos- 
session of  the  £  ;gi.ih,  but  xvas  iuituicci  by  treaty,  in 
1632,  neith  r  p  utv  tKen  f<?ttmg  any  vala*  on  it.  In 
1690  a  formidable  EngliHi  ^ivpedicion  nnaiie  an  attempt 
upon  Quebec,  but  it  failed,  after  landing  th'  troops  at 
the  Canadiere,  neir  the  city.  Another  was  fruiVrated 
by  ibipwreck,  at  tnc  Sevf'n  Iflands,  near  th*  mouth  of 
the  River,  in  1 7 1 1  •  Nova  Scot  a  wa^,  however,  wreft. 
cd  from  the  Frf-nch,  and  ce«ie  '  by  the  Treaty  of  U' Kcht, 
in  1713.  All  the  wais  in  Euiope,  between  England 
and  France,  were  carried  on  w  :h  gre>t  rancour  in  the 
Colonics,  rhe  war  f  1756,  had  its  tuig'n  m  difputec 
about  th^  Inniis  of  Canada.  The  French,  by  the  r 
connexions  with  the  Indian?,  had  overru  s  at  an  early 
peri  <d,  the  whole  of  the  country  lying  between  the  Al- 
legany Mountains,  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Misusippi. 
They  claimed  the  whole  by  right  of  difcovery,  and  ces- 
sion by  the  Indians  ;  thus  conHning  the  Englifh  Colo* 
nies  t>  a  ftrip  of  Imd  on  the  SeaCoaH*.  The  animo- 
sities had  come  to  fuch  i  head,  that  hoftilities  were 
commenced,  in  rhefc  pirt*,  about  a  year  before  war 
was  declared  in  Europe .  The  cfForti  of  Great  Britain 
«od  her  Colonies,  in  this  war,  w^re  proportionate  to  the 
dangers  with  which  the  latter  were  threatened.  The 
outfet  was  unfavourable.  An  Engliih  army  periihed 
with  Braddock,  ir  "1 7  56.  Another  was  defeated  at 
Ticondcroga,  (Carillon)  in  1758.     The  Britifli  Navy, 
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howevfrj  acquired  an  acfcendancy,  and  a  great  States- 
man took  the  helip  of  affairs  in  England.  A  com- 
hifiPd  arack  from  the  Sea,  by  Lake  Champlain,  and 
fr.'m  ?  ikc  Ontario,  was  planned  for  1759,  which  was 
ultimately  crowned  wi.h  fuccefs.  The  glory  of  the 
athievcment  was  acquired  by  G^n.  Wolfe,  who  com- 
manded the  expedition  from  the  ft^^  When  all  feemed 
to  be  loft,  by  one  of  th'>fe  apparently  hazardous  at- 
tempts, through  which  men  of  fuperior  miRd,  aljne, 
can  dilcern  fuccefs,  he  brought  the  or  ncipal  Fench 
army  in  the  country  to  a  bittle  on  the  Plains  of  Abram. 
There  he  ded  like  a  true  foldicr  5  ano  hs  vidory  de- 
cided the  fare  of  Canada. 

No  event  ever   excited  greater  joy  in   England, 
than  the  vidlory  of  Qucbfc,  and  the  linal  redudion 
of  Canada.     The  former  was,  indeed,  an  event  glo- 
rious to  the  national  character  ;  but  the  latter  was 
foon  followed  by  greater  evils  than  thofe  it  had  re- 
movejd.     The   war  of  1756,   had  been  undertaken 
for  the  benefit  of    the  Colonies.      It  was  thought 
that  they  ought  to  contribute  to  alleviate  the  bur- 
thens which  it  occafioned.      An  attempt  to  this  ef- 
fect, was  follv:>wed  by  a  general  refiftance  on  the  part 
of  the  Colonlfts,  to  which  they  were,  no  doubt,  en- 
couraged by  the  profp*-^  of  being  no  longer  in  want 
of  her  aliiftance.      About  the  clofe  of  the  Summer  of 
1775,  they  iiiva  Jed  Canada  by  Lnk-  Champlain,  & 
from  the  fouices  of  the  Kennebec  River.     Before 
thofe  employed  on  the  latter  expedition,  could  reach 
Quebec,  through   the  extenlive  forefts   which  then 
Separated  tSe  inhab'ted  parts  of  '^  .  England  and  Ca- 
nada,   thofe  from  Lake   Champlain    had    captured 
Chambly,  St.  John   and  Montreal.     The  few  rcgu- 
lar  troop'^  in  the  Province  were  loft  in  thofe  places, 
and  or.  board  th     river  craft   which  fur  rendered  be- 
tween Sorcl  and  Montreal.      On  th«^   3J  Nov.  alter 
bei'^   S2  (l-ays  in   the   woods,   Arnold's  party  came 
out    at    the    frttlemepts  on   the    Chaudieie   River, 
without  artillery,  half  naked,  half  armed,  pendimg 
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Tvith  hunger,  and  more  lilcc  beggars  than  invaders. 
On  the  9th  he  reached  Point  Levi  On  the  I2th 
Col.  M'Lean,  who  had  retired  from  Sore),  on  hear- 
ing of  his  approach,  with  about  150  recruits,  reach- 
,ed  Quebec.  On  the  I4th,  Arnold,  who  had  made 
(hift  to  pafs  the  River  in  the  night,  appeared  on  the 
plains,  wherj  he  paraded  for  a  few  days,  in  the 
iiope»that  his  friends  in  the  town  might  procure  the 
furrender  of  the  City;  but  M'Lean  threatening  tb 
come'  out,  he  thought  it  advifeabie  to  retire  to  Pointe 
aux  Trembles,  and  wait  for  Monrgomery,  the  com- 
mander in  chief,  who  was  to  come  from  Montreal. 
On  the  I9th,  General  Carleton,  who  had  elcaped 
from  onboard  the  craft  below  Montreal,  before  their 
furrender,  arrived.  On  the  5th  Dec,  Montgomery 
and  Arnold  made  their  appearance  at  Sainte  Foy. 
Ccn.  Carleton  had  let  every  body  leave  the  town 
th;^t  chooled  to'go  out.  He,  nor  thofe  that  remain- 
ed, would  hold  no  communication  with  rebels.— 
Montgomery  was  therefore  reduced  to  open  his  fix 
gun  battery  on  the  town  ;  but  the  weather  loon  for- 
ced him  to  defill.  On  the  3Ift  Dec.  before  day 
light  in  the  morning,  he  attempted  an  ailault,  by 
Jpres  de  V'ltle  and  the  Sauk  au  Mateloty  the  northern 
snd  fouthern  extremities  of  the  Lower-Town  He 
and  two  of  his  officers  were  killed  by  the  firfl  can- 
non difcharged  at  the  former  place  ;  the  reft  retir- 
ed. At  the  Sault  au  Mate'.ot,  Arnold  forced  one 
barrier,  at  which  he  was  wounded,  and  afterwaidt 
retired  to  the  General  Hofpital.  All  attempts  to 
fdrce  the  fccond,  were  fruitlefs ;  the  Americans  re- 
tired into  the  houfes,  and  fired  from  the  w  ndows. 
A  fally  from  Palace  Gate,  attacked  them  in  ih« 
rear,  and  at  about  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  all 
that  remainevl  of  thofe  \yho'had  pcnetrat  d  beyond 
the  firft  barrier,  fu  rendered,  in  luuTibcr  abouc  3S0. 
About  60  had  been  kil'ed  during  the  conteii       The 
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^(Tiiulty  which  Montgomery  was  partly  inJucpJ  to 
makr,  by  the  approiching  txpiratioii  of  the  term  of 
tnUftment  of  a  ii.  mber  of  his  men,  ni,d  which  h* 
gained  the  mca  over  to  attf-mpt,  by  the  hope  ot 
plunder,*  the  enemy  confined  himf-'lf  to  firing  a 
few  fhots,  in  the  fpring,  at  the  town,  from  Fomt? 
4.evi,  ai)d  an  attempt  to  burn  the  ihipping  in  th'i 
Ciil  de-Sac.  <>n  the  6th  May,  thref  lliips  of  wtr 
arrived,  with  two  companies  of  the  2^th  regiment, 
which^  with  fome  marines,  about  200  in  ail,  were 
immediate  y  landed,  and  marched  out  with  the  gir- 
rilon.  The  enemy  wis  tound  to  be  on  the  rcircat, 
having  leU  every  thing  which  could  ijot  be  earned 
oiY  on  nieii'a  fhoulders.  He  made  no  hilt  till  he 
feacli^d  ;  oicl,  wliere  he  received  reinforcements,  & 
detached  2000  men,  with  an  intention  of  furprifmg 
the  pari  of  the  Britifh  forces  which  had  reached 
Three- Pviver^.  This  detachment  was  defeate'd  with 
great  iofs ;  their  commander^  and  about  200  men, 
remained  prifoners.  On  the  27th  May,  474  of  the 
enemy  had  iurrei^dered  at  ihe  Cedars.  On  the  I6th 
June,  Mont-real  was  evacuated  ;  and  at  the  end  of 
the  month,  the  whole  Province,  At  the  time  of  the 
invaiioa,  there  were  not  more  than  eight  or  nins 
hundred  regular  troops  in  the  Piovince.  Aimoft 
the  whole  of  thefe  furrendered  in  Fort  Chanibly 
and  Sai'it  John,  and  in  the  Craft  retiring  from 
Montreal.  There  was  no  militia  in  exil^ence.  It 
was  only  on  the  10th  Sept.  chat  the  l^anadun  mili 
tia  officers  of  Quebec  icceived  commilfions.  The 
Americans,  including  Arnold's  force,  did  not  exceed 
4000  men.  They  had  calculated  on  adlive  aliillance 
from  the  prople  of  the  Province,  amongft  whon^ 
their  partil'ans  and  emillaries  had  long  been  circu- 
lating faU'elioods  intended  to  operate  on  ih<^ir  pre- 
judices^ and  lying  circulars  from  the  Congieis. — 
About  300  men   were,  indeed,   raifed  on  the  River 

-^-^ — . 
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Chambly,  by  a  Mr.  Livingston^  who  had  refided  for 
a  confiderable  time  in  that  quarter.  Beyond  that, 
they  had  no  i'ucctl'b  ;  and  it  is  to  this  milcaiculaiion, 
that  they  owed  iheir  f.iiiurc.  The  garrilon  oi  Que- 
bec, during  the  liege,  coniifted  of  about  390  recruits 
and  marine?,  400  Teamen,  and  800  militiamen,  in 
all,  ISOO.  The  befiegcrs,  to  the  31ll  Dec.  confilted 
of  about  the  fame  number.  From  that  time,  to  the 
Ift  of  March,  they  did  not  exceed  700  etFedlive  men. 
In  March  they  had  about  1800,  in  April  2000.  At 
the  time  of  the  evacuation  of  the  Province,  they 
had  about  8000  men  ;  but  the  Britiih  army  then 
amounted  to  13,000.  Since  that  time,  to  the  pre- 
fent,  Canada  has  not  witneiTed  the  prefence  of  an 
enemy. 

The  Population  of  Canada,  at  the  time  of  the  con- 
queil,  was  about  60,000  fouls,  including.the  whole 
of  the  fcttlements  to  Detioit.  At  picfciit,  the  po- 
pulation of  Lower  Canada  is  eftimated  at  400,000, 
about  fcven-eigliths  of  which  are  of  French  delcent, 
and  protefs  the  Roman  Catholic  Religion  ;  the  other 
eighth  IS  compoled  of  Knglilh,  Iriih,  Scotch,  Ger- 
mans, Americans,  and  their  defcend^nts.  Of  thefc, 
the  Americans  aie  now  the  moil  uumerous  ;  the 
next  the  Scotch.  Till  recently,  the  latter  have  car- 
ried on  nearly  all  the  exterior  trade  or  Canada.  They 
now  divide  it  with  the  E.igiiih,  Iriih  &  Americans. 
There  is  haraly  an  inliaucj  of  th.i  Fiench  defcen- 
dants,  wlio  arc,  almoft  exclufively,  called  Canadians 
in  the  country,  being  eng  iged  in  tlie  external  trade  ; 
they,  however,  (hire  largely  in  the  retail  and  in- 
ternal trade.  There  are,  as  yet,  no  manufactories 
of  note  in  Canada  ;  tho!«  of  leather,  hats  and  paper, 
are,  however,  introduced,  and  the  cloalhmg  ot  the 
farmers  is  generally  n^.ade  in  their  families.  I'here 
are  two  Iron  VVorks  eltahlilhed  in  the  Province. --- 
The  landholders  are  r^oittv  Canadians,  or  of  Cana- 
dian connexions.       I'i. '  latuii.  graiUfd  by  the  ('rown 
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fincc  1796,  arc  chiefly  held  by  Britifti  and  Ameri- 
cans, and  fettled  by  thr  latter.*  Though  thefe  lands 
are  very  extenfive,  they  are  not,  as  yet,  ot  great 
\alue.  Almoil  the  whole  of  the  farmers  are  Canadi- 
ans. Very  fcjw  of  them  hold  upon  leafc.  They  are 
the  owners  ot  the  foil ;  iubjeit  only  to  a  very  incon- 
liderable  annual  rent  to  the  Se'tgneury  or  perfoii  hold- 
ing immediately  from  the  Crown,  and  a  line  ot  a 
twelfth  upon  a  change  of  proprietor  by  fale,  or 
a^  equivaent  to  a  fale  ;  one-fourth  of  which 
twelfth  is  ufually  dedudled  upon  fpt-edy  payment. 
The  other  conditions  attached  to  thr  tenure,  arc 
in  no  wife  burthenlome,  according  to  the  exiftnig 
pra<^ice.  They  chiefly  coniilt  in  havingtheir  grain 
ground  at  the  feigneur'.al  mill,  paying  one-fourtecBth 
for  grinding,  and  in  making  and  repairing  the  high« 
ways  paiTing  through  iheir  land,  and  alfilling  in  ihe 
bye-roads  neceflfary  for  the  ufe  thereof.  Lands  held 
by  Roman  Catholics,  are  alfo  fubjecttothe  payment 
of  a  Tytlie  of  a  twenty-fixth  part  of  ill  grain,  for 
the  ufe  of  the  Curate,  and  to  aireffments  for  the 
building  and  repair  of  Churches  $c  Pariorage  Hou- 
fes.  The  trades  people,  principauy,  coofiit  of  Ca- 
nadians, and  British  settlers  since  the  Conquest,  and 
their  descendants.  Labourers  are  almost  exclusively 
Canadians.  The  mass  of  the  Canadian  population^ 
may,  however,  he  said  to  be  agriculturalists.  There 
is  no  happier  people  in  the  world.  Their  labour  af- 
fords them  the  necessaries  of  life  :  no  part  of  it  is 

taken  froin  them,   but  what  they  consider  as  being

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for  their  own  use.     Amongst  them,  ambition  ani 
vanity  rarely  create  unreal  wants,  nor  envy  sours 
real  enjoyments      In   the  ordinary   state  of  human 
happiness,  they  are  cheerful  and  lively.     'I'o  evils 
beyond  their  controul,  they"submit  with  resignation. 
They  are  strongly  attached  to  their  relij^ion,  their 
country,   laws,  customs  and  manners ;  and  utterly 
averse  to  all  innovation.     They  partake  of  the  French 
character,  something  in  the  same  way  as  the  Now- 
Englanders  partake  of  that  of  Englishmen.     Jiothi 
have  been  modified  by  circumstances,  and  now  differ 
from  their  origin.     Where  there  is  plenty  of  land  to 
cultivate,  the  man  who  lives  by  labour,  depends  only 
on  the  Almighty  and  himself.     In  America,  the  in- 
dependent spirit  of  Englishmen  sometimes  degene- 
rates into    licentious   coarseness.     The   servility   of 
Frenchmen  disappears.     The  Canadian  peasant  ac- 
knowledges superiors;  to  them  he  is  respectful,  but 
he  expects  a  corresponding  attention ;    an  omission 
in  this  respect,  is  not  easily  forgiven.     To  his  equals 
he  is  polite  and  obliging ;  inf.  riors  h^  knows  of  none  : 
what  he  possesses,  he  owes  to  his  labour,  and  every 
well-behaved  person  enjoys  the  same  means.     If  one 
of  them  serve  the  other,  he  is  as  one  of  the  fa'nily. 
The  Canadian  farmer  is  social,  to  a  vice  ;    much  of 
his  time  is  stcrificed  to  this  quality.     It  is  this  which 
prevents  the  young  people  from  removing  to  a  dis- 
tance to  occupy  new  lands  ;  it  is  this,  also,  which  is 
the  source  of  that  value  set  upon  the  opinion  of 
others,  which  frequently  degenerates  into  vanity. — 
In  his  person,  he  is  of  the  middle  size,  firmly  made, 
and  active.     There  is  no  people  capable  of  greater 
fatigue  and  privation.     In  these,  the  Canadian  is  sin- 
gularly supported  by  the  gaiety  of  his  disposition.— 
His  mind  is  unimproved;  his  ideas  confined;   his  ca- 
pacity excellent.     In  worldly  concerns,   he  reasons 
and  acts  only  from  his  own  experience,  his  feelings, 
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or  some  long  received  maxims.  He  is  extremefy 
niistrustful  ot'  what  he  reads  or  hears,  particularly 
when  it  does  not  come  from  those  of  his  own  class. 
In  spiritual  concerns,  he  is  guided  by  his  Curate; 
who,  if  he  wishes  to  ^tand  well  with  him,  must 
meddle  with  nothing  else. 

The  Sovereign  of  Canada  is  the  King  of  the  Unit- 
ed Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  of  which 
Canada  is  a  dependancy.  Hls  authority  is  linfiited  by 
the  Laws  of  Great  Britain,  and  by  the  Capitulations 
of  the  Province.  The  sovereign  legislative  authority^y 
is  in  His  Majesty  and  the  two  Houses  of  Pariia* 
ment.  This  authority,  is  again  limited,  by  the  Ca- 
pitulations, and  its.  own  Acts ;  the  most  remarkable 
of  which  i&,  the  Act  18  Geo.  UI.  cap.  12.  confirmed 
by  31  Geo.  HI.  cap.  31.  which  declares  that  no  taxes 
shall  be  imposed  on  the  Colonies  but  for  the  regula- 
tion of  trade,  arid  that  the  proceeds  of  such  taxes, 
shall  be  applied  to  and  for  the*  usl'  of  the  Province,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  any  law  or  laws 
which  may  be  n'Tade  by  His  Mnjesty,  his  Heirs  or 
Successors,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province. 
The  Provincial  Legislature^  erected  by  the  aforesaid 
Act,  :31  Geo.  111.  cap.  31.  (1791J  consists  of  His  Ma- 
jesty, actnig  by  the  Governor,  or  person  administer- 
ing the  government  of  the  Province  for  His  Majesty , 
of  a  Legislative  Council,  of  not  less  than  15  members, 
appointed  by  His  Majesty  for  life,  under  some  excep- 
tions; of  a  t-JouHe  of  AsSwmbly,  of  not  less  than  50 
members,,  elected  for  4  years,  by  His  Majesty's  sub- 
jects resident  within  the  i'rovince,  and  possessed,  for 
their  own  use  and  benefit,  m  the  Counties,  ^f  real 
property  to  the  yearly  value  of  40s.  sterling;  in  the 
'J  owii^,  of  the  yearly  value  of  £5  sterling,  or  pay- 
ing rent  to  the  amount  of  £\0  sterling.  It  is  em- 
powered to  make  Uws  for  *'  the  peace,  welfare  and 
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good  government**  of  the  province,  such  laws  not 
beinj;  repugnant  to  the  above  Act.  The  Governor, 
in  His  Majesty's  name,  assembles,  proroj»iies,  and 
dissolves,  the  Two  Houses.  1  hey  must  be  called 
together  once  in  every  twelve  calendar  months.  All 
questions  arising  in  either  of  the  two  Houses,  are  de- 
cided by  the  majority  of  the  members  present.  The 
Governor  gives,  withholds,  and  reserves  for  the  fur- 
ther signification  of  His  Majesty's  pbeasure,  the  Roy- 
al Sanction  to  BilU  proposed  by  the  two  other  Bran- 
ches. Laws  assented  to  by  the  Governor,  may  be 
disallowed  by  His  Majesty  within  two  years.  Hi» 
Majesty  cannot  assent  to  any  act  or  acts  affecting  the 
enjoyment  of  the  Dues  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Church 
of  Rome,  or  affecting  the  establishment  of  the  Church 
of  England  within  the  Provmce,  or  the  provisions 
made  lor  the  same,  or  the  enjoyment  or  exercise  of 
any  religious  form  or  mode  of  worship,  or  creating 
penalties,  burthens,  disabilities  or  disqualifications  on 
that  account,  or  granting  or  imposing  any  new  Dues 
in  favour  of  any  Ministers  of  any  form  of  worship, 
or  affecting  the  pierogative  toijching  the  granting  of 
the  waste  lands  of  tlie  Crown,  without  such  acts 
having  been  30  days  before  both  Houses  of  the  Bri- 
tish Parhament,  and  neither  of  the  Houses  having 
addressed  His  Majesty  not  to  sanction  the  same.— 
The  Latus  in  force  m  JLovver-Canada,  are  :  lo.  The 
Acts  of  the  British  Parliament  which  extend  to  the 
Colonies.  2o.  Capitulations  and  Treaties.  So.  The 
Laws  and  Customs  of  Canada,  founded  principally  on 
the  Custom  of  Paris,  the  Edicts  of  the  French  Kings, 
aiid  their  Colonial  authorities,  and  the  Roman  Civil 
L;iw.  4o.  The  Criminal  Law  of  England,  as  it  stood 
in  1774,  and  as  explained  by  subsequent  declaratory 
Statutes.  5o.  The  Ordinances  of  the  Governor  and 
Council,  established  by  the  Act  of  that  year  ;  and, 
7o.   The  Act.3  of  the    Froviiicial  LuLiiataturi.    ^iac<J 
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1793.  These  laws  are  ext'G;ited  in  His  Majesty*! 
name,  and,  in  virtue  of  his  Commission  and  Instruc- 
tions, by  the  Governor,  or  person  administering  the 
government,  by  the  means  of  a  number  of  inferior 
officers,  all  of  whom,  with  a  few  exceptions,  he  ap- 
points, during  pleasure.  The  Governor  also  posses- 
ses all  other  powers  and  prerogatives,generalIy,  which 
His  Majesty  n,iay  legally  enjoy,  and  delegates  to  him. 
The  Judiciary  consists  of  a  Chief  Justice  of  the  Pro- 
vince, and  three  Puisn^  Justices  for  the  District  of 
Quebec,  a  Chief  Justice  and  three  Puisn^  Justices  for 
lyiontreai,  a  Provincial  Judge  for  Three- Rivers,  and 
one  for  Gisj.d.  The  Police  is  administered  by  Jus^ 
tices  of  the  Peace*
